Evéry day’s experience deepens the conviction 
that pur present system of Government, if con- 


‘ tinued much longer, must prove ruinous to the 


county. ‘The most cursory glance at the past 
four Years’ history, can hardly fail to conyince 
every, intelligent, mind of the correctpess of this. 
convi¢tion. Whiether. we look at the little that 
has een accomplished , with. the large revente 
which has beea wrung from the pockets of a 
mere {handful of people without ‘receiving real 
value for it—whether we look at the gross bung- 
ling id-our public works, or at the political state 
of thd Colony--all proclaim, alike'not, only the 
palpable ineompetency of the present governmen- 
tal organization, but the utter folly of attempting 
to continue stich a. system, now that we have a 
large and most valuable addition to our popula- 
tion) Let any one read the dispatches of Gov- 
ernot] Douglas, ‘wherein he describes his wondrous 
road-naking in 758 and ’59, and, remembering 
what\enormoug sums have been at, his’ disposal 
for that purpose, exaimitic the present state and 
exteut of our main roads, and he will be aston- 
ished at the result. There can be no dopbt at 
all that had thie tithe and révenue been turhed to 
good; account, we would now have a good main 
road/from the head of navigation on the lower 
Fraser to the heart of our ‘gold fields, along 
whieh there wouldot! only be abundant wayside 
accofamodation, but a thriving agricultural pop- 
ulatibn, The location of one main road through 
the heart of | the country) would have settled 
men’s minds, |concentrated capital, and inspired 
gen¢ral confidence, But look-at the matter as it 


* stands to-day. It is true that after haggling be- 
twedn half a dozen roads for over three years,

erngr has taken a sort of. delirious start—a Jeap 
in the dark—this year, ahd is now involved in 
roathimaking t) the tune of $300,000 ; and wheth- 
er or nét he. is entitled to much credit for this

Measures of the most pressing 
importance are never taken up till the eleventh 
hour, and. then it; takes so long to mature them— 
if, indeed, they ever come to maturity at all— 
that they are often of little value, A mail sys- 
tem, for example, has been in process of con- 
strdction during the last five or six months ; and 
now, when it is most wanted, we have it not, nor
